“The government of Cuba, with 
moral and material support from 
outside, carries on a campaign of 
subversion 
and 
vituperation 
against its neighbors in the West­ 
ern Hemisphere.” 


Garcia - Inchaustegui 
imme­ 
diately demanded the right of re­ 
ply. 
“The leader of the North Amer­ 
ican delegation has accused my 
government of a campaign of 
slander 
and 
vituperation,” 
he 
said. “This is spoken before this 
august assembly by a man who, 
from this very platform, covered 
up the aggression of his govern­ 
ment against our people, deicing 
an aggression which a few days

we-must resolution to give Ken­ 
nedy the support of Congress in 
any action he deems necessary to 
curb Fidel Castro, including use 
of U.S. troops if necessary. 


Expect Full Approval 


The House Foreign Affairs Com­ 
mittee followed up by approving 
a similar declaration this morn­ 
ing. The full Senate, and possibly 
the House, were expected to add 
their endorsement by nightfall. 


In his testimony, Rusk noted 
that U.S. ships and planes have 
been instructed to defend them­ 
selves if fired upon in internation­ 
al waters. He testified that the 
United States is conducting a 
“close surveillance” of the Carri- 
bean and intends to enforce the 
right to continue it. 


That, he said, “could lead to 
certain incidents which would in­ 
volve the use of the armed forces 
of the United States.” 


Rusk also discussed the cir­ 
cumstances in which U.S. armed 
force might be committed in the 
Cuban situation. He said no great 
nation “can ever abandon its ele­ 
mentary right of unilateral action 
if that becomes necessary for its 
own security.” 


Has World Commitments 


He stressed, however, that the 
United States has “strong com­ 
mitments” for joint action around 
the world and is engaged, with 
42 allies "nose to nose with the 
Soviet Union around the globe.” 


“ It is almost inconceivable that 
the engagement could become hot 
at one point and not become hot 
at others, and at each of these 
points we are necessarily 
in­ 
volved with our allies,” ne said. 


The only question surrounding 
the resolution was bow quickly it 
would be sped through Congress.

Share Burden, 


Kennedy Asks 


WASHINGTON < UPI )—President 
Kennedy appealed to other na­ 
tions today “on the hard and fac­ 
tual grounds of self-interest and 
common sense” to take up more 
of the burden of free world de­ 
fense and foreign aid. 


The 
President 
also 
declared 
that the dollar has achieved a 
new strength in the world m ar­ 
ket. "Speculation against the dol­ 
lar has lost its allure,” Kennedy 
said in a speech to finance minis­ 
ters of 80 non-Communist coun­ 
tries. 


Kennedy pledged “to keep the 
dollar fully convertible into gold ’ 
for other governments “and to 
back that pledge with all our re­ 
sources of gold and credit.” 


Sustaining the strength of the 
dollar, the world’s chief rese r e 
currency, and providing for future 
expansion of the international fi­ 
nancial system “are not Ameri­ 
can problems, they are free world 
problems,” he said. 


“They are problems which can­ 
not be met by one nation in isola­ 
tion or by many nations in dis­ 
array,” he said. “When burdens 
are shared, there is no undue bur 
den on any nation. When risk is 
shared, there is less risk for all.” 


Kennedy spoke to the 17th an­ 
nual meeting of the governors of 
the International Monetary Fund 
and the World Bank. The two mul- 
tination institutions were set up in 
1945 to promote world trade, the 
stability of currencies and world 
wide economic growth.

Additional Costs 


Leonard B. Sokolovc, vice pres­ 
ident of the commissioners, ex­ 
plained that the state was expect­ 
ed to pay for a two-lane high­ 
way, but if the township wanted 
a four-lane road, the township 
would have to pay the additional 
costs of installation. 


The vote against the request 
was unanimous. 


Commissioner Jam es N. Kline 
pointed out that it is the state 
highway department’s job to pay 
the costs for rebuilding a state 
highway. He added that the pres­ 
ent road isn’t a regulation two- 
lane highway. He suggested that 
the board tell the highway depart­ 
ment 
that the township 
“just 
doesn’t have the money at this 
time." 


Right-Of-Way Portion 


The highway department noted 
in its letter to the board that 
little more than construction of 
a new bridge over Neshaminy 
Creek would be undertaken if the 
local municipalities cannot contri­ 
bute to the right-of-way portion. 


In a letter to the board from 
the Bucks County Board of As­ 
sessment and Revision of Taxes, 
the commissioners were advised 
that County Solicitor Samuel Gray 
was investigating the township’s

Fights Rebels 


BUENOS AIRES (UPI)—Gov- 
erament forces went into action 
today against a rebel armored col 
limn moving on Buenos Aires and 
captured 40 prisoners. 
The first terse government an­ 
nouncement did not say whether 
any actual fighting took place or 
if there were any casualties. 
A communique said the prison­ 
ers were taken south of the large 
industrial city of Lanus, which is 
six miles south of Buenos Aires. 
The dispute which 
threatens 
economically - troubled Argentina 
with civil war is between two 
rival army factions over the ap­ 
pointment of Gen. Jose Octavio 
Cornejo Saravia as secretary of 
war and Gen. Juan C. Lorio as 
army commander in chief. 
The 12,000-man 
garrison 
at 
Campo de Mayo. 20 miles south 
of Buenos Aires, has backed Gen. 
Carlos Juan Ogania in a demand 
to oust the secretary of war and 
the army chief. President Jose 
Maria Guido ordered the rebels 
at Campo de Mayo to surren­ 
der. They refused, and the gov­ 
ernment brought in troop rein­ 
forcements 
to 
defend 
Buenos 
Aires as the rebel forces tna 
neuvered toward the city.

Russia Leads 


In Big Bombs 


WASHINGTON (U PI)-T he Rus­ 
sians once more are rapidly ex­ 
tending their lead over the West 
in the testing of giant nuclear 
weapons. 
The current Soviet test series, 
atomic sources said today, proves 
again that the Russians are more 
interested in perfecting city-killers 
than in developing small “limited 
war” weapons for battlefield use. 
The United States, these sources 
believe, still excells in the smaller 
weapon field. 
Since Russia resumed atmos­ 
pheric testing in early August, 
nearly 70 per cent of the explo­ 
sions have been of megaton size 
or bigger. A megaton is the power 
equivalent of a million tons of 
TNT. 
Ten out of 14 Soviet explosions 
announced here by the Atomic 
Energy Commission have been of 
megaton 
caliber. 
They 
have 
ranged from one or two megatons 
to 30. 
The proportion of giants in the 
current series to date has been 
even greater than it was in the 
1961 Soviet program when about 
50 per cent of the explosions were 
in the megaton range. 
The United States this year has 
exploded 27 nuclear test devices 
in the Pacific. Only six were meg- 
atonners or bigger. They repre­ 
sented about 22 per cent of the 
total. The largest of the big U.S. 
weapons was a pigmy compared 
to the biggest of the Soviet shots. 
All this does not necessarily 
mean the Russians have a bigger 
arsenal than the West of nuclear 
weapons ready for use. Most U.S. 
experts believe the West has the 
larger multi-purpose stockpile. 


“We reject our statement as a 
means of covering up a new large 
scale aggression which your coun­ 
try is preparing against our coun­ 
try.” 


Stevenson, in his policy speech, 
renewed the U.S. challenge to 
Russia to stop nuclear tests and 
agree to disarmament under U.N. 
inspection. 
He disclosed that Russia has 
exploded almost twice as much 
nuclear energy as the United 
States in its tests. 
“ It may be interesting to you 
to know that since 1945, when it 
began, the United States has ex 
ploded nuclear devices in a total 
yield of about 140 megatons, 
Stevenson said. “Since 1949, when 
it began, the Soviet Union, 30 far 
as we can tell, has exploded de­ 
vices with a total of about 250 
megatons.” 
Since Russia broke a three-year 
moratorium with a surprise se­ 
ries of tests last year, Stevenson 
said, it had exploded about 200 
megatons. 
Proposes Stronger U.N. 
“The tests which the United 
States was compelled to under­ 
take yielded about 25 megatons," 
he said. 
The U.S. challenge to Russia 
came after Brazial had proposed 
an immediate Big Four foreign 
ministers’ meeting in New York 
to work out a test ban treaty. 
Stevenson called for “not just a 
strong, but a still stronger United 
Nations.”

Ben Bella set up the bureau to 
run Algeria until a popular gov­ 
ernment takes over.
